A Land Case That Involves a Hot 
Contest, 

The absorbing interest in Judge Van 
Dyke’s department of the Superior 
Court this week is the important land 
case of Brock vs. Pearson ét al., which 
has been heretofore described. The 
array of counsel in the case entirely 
fills the space inside the railing of the 
courtroom, and in addition to a formid- 
able showing of home talenton each 
side, the plaintiff has brought Attorney 
King all the way from San Francisco 
to assist Appel, Stephens & Appel, 
Brousseau & Hatch, and others.

ll’s objecting figure occupied a 
prominent seat in the foreground yes- 
terday. The morning was spent in 
getting preliminaries arranged, and 
the real business of taking the testi- 
mony occupied all the afternoon. 

This is a very important suit to the 
parties interested, use it involves 
a one-fourth interest in 704 acres of the 
most valuable land in the Palos Verdes 
rancho at San Pedro. If plaintiff, 
Brock, wins his case he will be de- 
clared a one-fourth owner with Mr. 
Pearson, the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company and others in this most 
valuable property. 

The story of Brock's connection with 
the land was told * afternoon 
by Mr. Vernon, who made the trade 
with him. The detense objected to 
almost every question, and will make 
a desperate eftort to have his evidence 
struck out. His storr wasthat J. W. 
Pearson employed him in San Fran- 
cisco to come to Los Angeles and 
make the best bargain he could with 
Brock for the bond for title which he 
had secured from Mr. Timms, the 
original owner of the land. He came 
and agreed, as representative of Mr. 
Pearson, to give Brock a one-fourth 
interest for his agreement with Timms. 
Brock agreed to the proposition. Brock 
wanted some money, and H. O. Weller, 
the real-estate man, advanced the 
money. The witness arranged with 
Weller to assist him in the matter. 
Brock gave up his bond for title, and 
Weller gave him a deed for one-fourth 
interest. The witness went to San 
Francisco, where Pearson said the 
terms were satisfactory. But he said

$50,000, and wanted the title clear in 
him, and the deed to Brock out of the 


way. 

Witness then came back to Los An- 
geles, and paid the tirst payment on 
the land to Timms, $10,000. Brock was 
informed that Pearson would give him

tion, gave up his deed and it was de- 
stroyed, he thinks, by Weller. Brock 
was present when it was destroyed.

A VETERAN FROM NEW YORK 
Is TAKEN IN,

A PITIFUL CASE. 


A Nervously Insane Lady Committed 
to Stockton. 


An affecting examination in lunacy 


| took place before Judge Clark yester- 


day afternoon in Department No. 2 of 
tue Superior Court. It was the case of 
an elderly lady, who was once before 
at Stockton, and was formerly a school 
teacher, a cultivated and estimable 
ladv in every respect. About six 
weeks ago she was before Judge Clark, 
and after a medical examination, he 
refused to send her to an asylum, be- 
lieving she was suffering more from 
nervous prostration than anything 
else. ee she was sent to St. 
Paul’s Hospital, where she has re- 
mained since the former examination. 
The sisters were convinced that she 
became more and more nervous and 
unable to control herself, and ‘totified 
Judge Clark Yesterday 
the poor lady was brought before the 
Judge and doctors again. 
She is a fine-looking woman, her hair 
tinged with gray, and wheu che came 
into the courtroom and sat down, a 
feeling of compassion filled the hearts 
of all who saw her. She was not inco- 
herent, but was exceedingly nervous. 
he inquired every minute for her hus- 
d,and when he came in and sat 
down beside her, she nervously took 
his hand and begged him not to let 
them send her to un asylum. Her ap- 
peals, first to her husband, who lost 
control over his emotions, and the 
Judge and r were piteous. 
She could not still a second. She 
said that if taken to Stockton it would 
be a living death, and promised to 
go with her husband wherever he 
ht take her. In perfectly coherent 
and rational language, she said she 
knew her nervousness was injuring her 
cause, but it was nervousness, and not 
insanity. The Judge tried to quiet 
her, but ever recurring to the horrible 
fate before her, she a 


me there! Don’t send me to Stockton! 
It will be my death. No, I wish it 
would: It will only be a living death!”

THE ORANGE COUNTY PROBLEMS. 


THe Tuts has published several 
articles and communications tending 
to show the illegality of the manner 
in which it is proposed to permit the 
formation of the county of Orange 
out of this county. These articles 
have aroused considerable comment, 
and, apart from persons who are di- 
rectly interested in the formation of 
the new county, we have heard scarcely 
any opinions but such as are favorable 
to the views which we have expressed. 
It requires, indeed, but very little 
reflection, or long-winded legal 
phrases, to show the injustice and 
even absurdity of the method by 
which it is proposed to carve away a 
large slice of this county. 

According to the programme laid 
out, the Legislature having authorized 
the formation of the new county, de- 
fined the boundaries, and other details, 
the inhabitants of the section which 
it is proposed to cut off—and those only 
—are to proceed to vote whether the 
inhabitants of the county shall 
lose them or not, the understanding 
being that, in case the vote is in the 
affirmative, Los Angeles county shall 
pay over to Orange county a very large 
sum’ of money, as compensation for 
what this county possesses in the line 
of public buildings and other improve- 
ments. Now, this is too much like 
cutting a man’s arm off without ask- 
ing his consent. Pushed to its logical 
extreme, it is easy to see in what a 
ridiculous position such doctrine would 
land us. If the inhabitants of one 
section of a county can decide whether 
they shall exist under a separate gov- 
ernment or not, why not one school 
district, or one city, orone man? Ifa 
section of a county can divide in this 
way, by a vote of its inhabitants, why 
cannot a county or several counties 
separate in the same manner from the 
State, or a State from the Union? 

The project will clearly not bear in- 
vestigation. It is, on the facé of it, 
unjust; it is, on the evidence of emi- 
nent legal ability, contrary to the law. 
If the county is to be dismembered, 
the citizens of the entire county, who 
will have to pay the expense, should 
have asay in the matter, not merely 
those who are supposed to benefit by 
the operation. This is the whole 
question, in a nutshell. ä 


THE POLICE DISPUTE. 


At the meeting of the Police Com- 
mission on Saturday, afterthe election 
of J. F. Burns as Chief of Police, Her- 
vey Lindley—backed by George C. 
Knox—read a long protest, in which a 
number of grave charges were made, 
among others a statement that Mr. 
Burns’s occupancy is “‘at the expense 
and barter of several other offices un- 
der the city government,” and that 
some of the appointive offices have 
been or are about being filled by men 
appointed, not on account of efficiency, 
but on account of trades made for 
support of Mr. Burns as Chief of Po- 
lice. 

These were grave charges, and the 
community naturally awaited with 
some eagerness to see what Mayor 
Hazard would have to say.
